No doubt to the uninitiated these legal pre: 
cautions may appeara sufficient guarantes ;

the horse. Indecd,what the law asks is that the 
debtor be declared malheureuc et de bonne 
foi on his own affirmation, and that is con 
sidered sofficient to begin with. Then his 
sitoation is investigated, and when this is 
done the creditors are asked to come and 
prove that the debtor is not malheureur et 
de bonne foi. It woald seem for all logical 
purposes that the reverse shoald »happen. It 
would be more rational if the Court were, 
on the declaration made by the debtor, to

'To the Bgyptian legislator it seemed that 
tha time! had come to admit that in Egypt 
thore’ were merchants and traders who, through 
misfortunes altogether independent of any 
fault of theirs, had fallen into commercial 
trouble, Bat the legislator 4ppareatly lost sigh: 
of the fact that half at least of these/ worthy 
merchants would be natives whosa ways 
of trading and ideas of commercial order 
were but little known to him: It war 
not realised ‘that the social opprobiam from 
which the “Concordat Préventif”’ was intended 
to ssve the anfortunate and innocant trader. 
was of no great moment to the native mer- 
chant ; bankraptdy indeed has not the sam» 
moral and socis!ocoaseqaendes, oven to a 
Earopéan io Bgypt, that it hss. in Baro 
pean countries. ‘Thus the reason which led to 
the enactment of the Franch law on the 
“Liquidation Jud:cisire” did not seem to exis’ 
in Bgypt ; and in fact. what Egypt reqaired 
wore more stringent and severe lawa dealing 
with failares and bankraptoies, and not a law 
which has afforded a wider fixld than existed 
before to unscrapulovs m rchants and their 
creditors for fraudalest maca/uvres to the 
detriment of honest traders. =~ 

‘Tax Feexon * Liquipation Jupicrarne.” 

M. Démole in his report to tha Preach 
Senate on the “Loi do la Liquidation Jadi 
cisire” explained the object of the law when be 
gaid : — — ; 

This new regime, which is reserved for deb'- 
ors unfortanate and of good faith, and which 
adjusts the law, as far as convenient, fur the 
regulation of their’ business, would free thosc 
debtors from the sharp homiliations and harsh 
treatment which secompavy the state of bank 
ruptey. This law would, in the interest of 
creditors, simplify the preliminary operation: 
of settlement and arrive sooner sad with les 
expense either at ths ‘concordat’ ( : »mposition) 
or the liquidation of the assets. Lit [he con- 
tiaged}, in order that a morchant coald claim 
the application of th® benefit of th. new law, 
it is necessary that the Courts, cal +1 upon 
alwaya to jadge the meichant’s positiou, shon!d 
not find in the condact of his business either 
bad faith or any one of those serous faults 
which prove on the part of him who committed 
tham wilfal disregard of his own responsibilities. 
That is the object of proposing this law. 

[t mast be borne in mind that this French 
law was the resalt of mach criticism adver:e 
to the law of May 28, 1832, which dealt 
severely with all bankropta. A similar thing 
cannot be said of the application of the former 
Egyptian law on bankraptoy ; in fact, auch a6 
it was, it was a good law, and all it required 
was that criminal jurisdiction should ba given 
to the Mixed Courts over cases of fraudolent 
and simple bankruptcies. These ex‘ended 
powers of the Mixed Courts would have beer 
the means of impressing prospective bankrapts 
with the fear ofa stricter’ and more effective 
law than ths old’one, wiich defarred criminal 
proceedings against the bankrapt to the Con 
sular Coart, with the resalt that scarcely ever 
if at all, was the matter extended beyond + 
mere complaint made to the Consolar autho 
rity. 

a oy THe “ConconpaT Prévestir.” 

It bas been contended that the law on the 
“Concordat Préventif” is a good law. I have 
already said that in praotics itis moat an- 
eatisfactory, as it is aled in‘its ec aception, aac 
if that contention ware jastified, then this law 
either is not strictly applied by the Court 
whnee busitiess it is to applyit, or else it con- 
tains something which diverts its aim. Iam 
afraid that both thesé things are responsible 
for the dissatisfaction felt with the law. The 
operation of the Jaw is as follows : — The 
wonld-bs commercant malheureur et de bonne 

foi files declaration of insolvency ir 
the rogistry of the Coart aco7vmpsnied 
by _his bslancesheat; he may or he may 
not deposit his kooks; very seldom hr 
does. At the fitst sitting of the Court after 
the filing of the declaration, the matter > 
brought “forward ; no notice is given to the 
creditors and the Court begins by delivering 
a jidgment admitting the declarant to the 
benéfit of the “Concordat Préventif’—under 


to the Court on the situation and ciroam- 
stances of the insolvency, give notice of the 
deposit of the report and the books and all 
papers at the. registry to the creditors, and 
then fix a diy for tha oreditors to appear 
in Coart and pat forward their observations. 
The fall Coart would then givo their jadg- 
ment with complete knowledge of the case. 
4s pow happens the fall Court hears the 
wiinority of the ‘creditors after the majority 
bas already confirmed by ‘ita vote the provi- 
sional admission of the debtor to the benefit 
of the “Concordat Préventi/,” whioh ia s 
totally different thiog. The Judge appointed 
by the Court leaves everything in the havds 
of thé expert, who in practice not bsing invest 
ed, as in the case of a bankraptoy, with 
the power of a syndic, mast oftea simply 
give anacoduat of the position, seldom troa- 
bling himself except in patent cases with 
giving ao opinion asto the good faith of the 
debtor.° Oo the other hand, there being no 
sapervision whatever over. the creditors—by 

committee of creditors —the-~grextsat “aba 

are most freqaently committed ; persoilst  ag- 
vantages are distribated by the debtor, and 
when, on paper, it appears to the Court that 
the debtor offers, say, 40 per cent. ; ono or more 
creditore have actually received an extra 10 
per cent. or more, according ¢o their importance 
and their ingenuity in extorting all they cao 
ont of their unscrapaleus debtor. The msjority 
required by the law is thus obtained ; the 
Coutt’s practica almost invariably follows the 
vote; and Article 210 is and remains a dead 
letter for an upright crelitor asless he oan 
make the Coart acquire the conviction that 
the debtor is not “anfortanate add of good 
faith.” But in order to do so he mast bring 
nothing short of palpable proof of ftaadaleat 
bankruptcy, and that is notan easy matter, 
Many ciroamstanoes may concar to show the 
abseace of good faith on the part ot the debtor, 
which will, however, fall short of fraudalent 
binkraptcy; yet, althoigh the 3—Bot 
require as muck,-ttrtvircs satisfy themselves, 
nevertheless, with a mjority of votes, anless, 
as [say, there can be made out crashing 
case against the debtor 

PLayine with THE Law. 

The result of all this is that the law has 
become a most convenient means whereby a 
man msy enrich himself. And natarally so, 
for on thoone hand the expert is a mere 
inoffensive instrament; and as he has no power 
worth mentioning; he counts for very little 
indeed, and in practice he confices himeelf 
strictly to bis Indicrous mission. On the other 


debtor can do anything be likes with them ; 
the obstrepsrous minority is not to ba feared, 
for the Court follows the majority. Moreo ve: 
there is, it seams, no appeal against the jadg- 
ment confirming or homologating the decision 
of the majority of the creditors. What coald be 
better for the debtor! And let us bear in 
mind that the object of the law is to save the 
trader the moral pain and social opprobriam 
following upon a declaration in bankraptey, 
and also save the creditors expense by amelior- 
ating the proceeliogs and simplifying the 
legal proces! The debtor has tarned all this 
to his advantage, and it has often bean seen 
that on the following day after his “concordat” 
has-been ratified he opens a larger shop, batter 
eqaipped, and sapported by the credit of bis 
former creditors. And why so ! Because in most 
cases bis creditors are the agents of Baropean 
firms, to whom theie representatives in 
Egypt give the 40 per cent. or mere 15 per 
osnt. apposring on paper for the “concordat,” 
while they pocket quietly the extra 5 per 
cent., 10 per ceat., or 29 cent. vancording to 
circumstances, “and in considération of which 
they hava recommended to their firms in 
Barope the acceptance of the “concordat” and 
the continuance of supplies of goods when the 
debtor is whitewashed by the majority of his 
creditors. 

“It has, indeed, been asserted that the French 
law on the "L‘qaidation Jodioisire’ is no 
better. This is wrong; that law is bad, bat 
it is better than the one in Egypt. Article 4 
of the French law enasts that the fall Court, 
in Chambers, shall summon before it the 
debtor and examine him, which is something 
akin to our examination in England by the 
registrar and the cffisial reosiver. The debtor 
has to explain His position to the Court before 
it provisionally pronounces its opinion. The 
report on the law to the French Senate set forth 
plainly :—"We thought it was not soffisient

THE/CRETAN, INSURRECTION 


-ENGLISHMAN’S EXPERIENCES. 


Mr, Charles H. Hawes, who has returned .to 
Eogland after a four months’ scientific tour in 
Crete, undertaken for the purpose of anthropo 
logical research in connection with the archx0- 
‘ogical excavations, said in the course of an 
interview : . ’ i 3% 

“From Canea I pushed on direct for the 
chief camp of the insurgent ‘host at Therieso. 
It isa poor mountain village, though rich for 
the Cretans in historical iations. Ite ecat- 
tered cottages are quite unlike the packed 
villages of Est aud’ Central Crete, risivg roof 
above roof in terraces. Therisso lies in a hollow 
nearly 1,900ft. above the sea, and is approsch- 
ed by one pass through an olive grove. From 
be bila above can be descried the capital, 
Canes, with ‘the foreign battleships lying at 
anchor. No sentinels were posted sa 1 and my 
bat. groups of 
armed men stopped to stare at‘us. About a 
roore, rifles in hand, were seated at. the Kaffen- 
eiou, and finally we were*brought up by five 
borly fellows, including, I believe, the captain- 
general of the forces, who inquired whence | 
came and whither I went. 1 made my way to 
the Magarzi, s wooden shanty, where the pro- 
prietor, girded with cartridge belt and pistol, 
his gun on the wall y, was doing e roar- 
ing trade in bread and cheese, boiled gherkins, 
fried potatoes, lemons, wine, ‘mnastica,’ and the 
occasional! loxory of a bit of meat out from the 
carcase banging at the door. It was s curious 
sight at evening, the groups of leaders—lawyers 
and doctore—in rough dress, .eating their 
eimple fare seated at tables, improvised from 
planks and boxes, under the olive trees from 
which swang an oil lamp or two';.and ever and

I had been warned of tue difficulties of the 
route itself, and was more impressed by the 
drop ot 2,000 ft. from the plain of Omalos

ATTITUDE OF THE POWERS.

THE TSETSE FLY. 


Since the days of Dr. Livingstone, the tsetse 
fly has been known as constituting one of the 
greatest difficalties of African travel in many 
regions, It renders thousands of square miles 
of that country uninhabitable, and (saya the 


| “Globe’’) neither horses, cattle, nor dogs can 


ventare into the‘ fly country.”Formerly it was 
thought that the fly injected poison into the 
animals, and eo killed them. It is now known, 
however, that the diseare is doe to a minot< 
blood parasite, a ecrewshaped organism 
known as trypanosoma, and that the fly only 
acts as a carrier. There parasites swisn freely 
in the blood, and often namber several mil- 
lions in every drop. It is s very remarkable 
fact that among the many blood-sucking flies 
which exizt in Africa, the tsetse (Glossina 
moreitans) ie the only one capable of convey- 
ing the parasite from a diseased to a healthy 
animal. And the explanation of this is that 
the parasite has the power of multiplying in 
the body of this speciee, and probably not in 
other flies. The former, at any rate, has been 
demonstrated recently by Messrs. Gray and 
Talloch, two Army medical officera, who have 
been studying “sleeping sickness” in Ugands. 

Another curious fact is that tsetse. flies 
bronght directly from the “fly coantry,” where 
there is no disease, and allowed to bite healthy, 
cattle, at once produce the disease. This has 
led to investigations, which have shown that 
most of the wild animals of ths country, baf- 
falo, koodoo, &c., carry small numbers of try- 
nosomas in their blood. These organisms, 
which multiply to such an enormons extent in 
the blood of domestic animals, and prodace 
such disastrous effects, can live in small num- 
bers in the blood of wild animals withoat any, 
ill result. Ins similar way, the trypanosoma 
discovered by Sargeon-Major Lewis in India 
in the blood of healthy rata, capses a fatal 
disease in horses and dogs, This acconnta for 
the fact that the tsetse fly disease disappears 
from a district as soon as the wild animals are 
killed cff, or driven away. At present, then, 
theextarmination of tha wild game seem: to 
be the only practical method for exterminating 
the disease.

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OUR LONDON LETTER. 


(Prom ovr ConResponDENT.) 


London, October 11. 


A ceremony which cannot fail to be impos- 
ing bas been arranged for Wednesday, October 
18, when the King, who is to be accompanied 
by the Qaeen, will open Kingsway and Ald- 
wych, the broad new thoroughfares construc- 
ted by the London Coonty Council on the 
Holborn to Strand improvement. The order 
of the proceedings has been approved by his 
Majesty, and nothing now remains but to 
make the finsl preparations. 


The royal procession will comprise four 
carriages, the firat three for the snite and the 
last for the King and Queen, who will be 
attended by a cavalry escort. The ronte is to 
be by way of the Mall, Marlborough-yard, 
Pall-mall, Pa!l-mall East, Dancannon-street, 
and tbe Strand to the western end of Aldwych, 
and thence throogh the new streat to its 
junction with Kingsway, where a dais is to 
be constructed. At this point their Majesties 
will be met by the chairman of the coancil 
(Mr. B. A. Cornwall), the vice and deputy 
chairmen, the chairman of the Improvements 
Committee (Mr. J. Allen Baker), the vice- 
chsirman and members of the committee, and 
the clerk of the council (Mr. G. J. Gomme). 


When the King and Qaeen have taken their 
seata on the dais, Miss Bernice Cornwall will 
present a bouquet te her Majesty, after which 
the chairman of the conncil will read an ad- 
dress to his Majeaty- on behalf of the London 
County Council. Then will come the most 
important item of the programme. , After re- 
plying to the address, the King will be pre- 
sented with a gold key. with which he will 
unlock the gates erected temporarily to close 
the thoroughfares, and will then declare Kings- 
way and Aldwych open for the use of the 
public, a declaration which will be received 
with a flourish of trampets. 


Subsequently their Majesties will be asked 
to accept bound copies of a descriptive account 
of the improvement, and to sign the council's 
record of their presence on the occasion af the 
opening. ‘ 

Before reterning to Buckingham Palace the 
royal procession will drive right along the new 
thoroughfare, passing the platform opening to 
the: new onderground tramway and the site 
of the School of Arts and Crafts, which is to 
be built by the Council in Kingsway. Their 
Majesties wil! cross Holborn and proceed right 
to the end of the improvement, through 
Southsmpton-row and thence through Vernon- 
piace, Hart-street, Oxford-street, Regent street, 
Waterloo-place, and so back to the Palace. 
The details as to what guards of houor are 
to be mounted ara not settled as yet, bot 
troops will line both sides of tha new street and 
ita approaches, probably being farnished from 
the London gatrisons. 


At the meeting of the London Connty Coun- 
cil to-morrow, the General Purposes Committee 
will bring up a report with regard to the 
opening ot Kingsway and Aldwych. They will 
state that they are carefnlly considering the 
arrangements to be made in connection with 
the opening ceremony, and bave put forward 
an estimate of £5,000 to mest the necessary 
expenses. They recomend that the estimate 
be approved and authorised. In connection 
with the same matter, the Finance Committee 
will cobmit that they have received an esti- 
mate from the General Parposes Committee for 
the ontlay of £5,000, and have po observations 
to offer on the matter. Mr. Russell Spoke: 
will recommend that the matter be referred 
back for further consideration. 


At the meeting of the Holborn Borough 
Conneil on Wednesday, Councillor Keen will 
move & motion asking the County Council’ to 
change the name of that portion of Southamp- 
ton Row batween’ Theobslds-road and High 
Holborn to Kingsway before the‘day of the 
opening ceremony,

years ago some farmers in the vicinity of the| ! 


Sac> River, in sailing over it, discovered what 
appeared to be an artificial dam of stones, and 
it was suggested that at an early date the 
natives of the region had been seized with « 
desire to dam up the river and had started a 
breakwater, bat had been forced to abandon it. 
The structure was fifteen or twenty feet in 
length, three or four in height, and two or three 
feet throogh. The theory of the homan origin 
of the work held for years ; but finally one day 
an inquisitive man went to one of the farmers 
a man who seemed fond of plants, fishes, and 
animals of all kinds, and it was not long before 
he heard the story and had examined the atone 
dam or breakwater, and had a well-defined 
plan of it on paper. Not only this, he spent 
hqurs on the river floating over the curious 
stractore, stadying it from all points, Finally, 
one day he announced that he had learned 
how it was made and who the builders were. 

This aroused moch interestamong the neigh- 
bours, and not a little laughter when he atated 
that the so,dalléd. dum was made by lamprey 
eels, and was theirpést, a castle, a stone for- 
tress for the protéctioa of their young. While 
the nest of the stone toter or sucker was a 
mountain-peak, a pile of stones, this wasa 
miniature mountain-range, a breakwater fifteen 
feet long by three in height, each stone of 
which had been carried to the spot by the 
builders. No little intelligence was displayed 
by the lampreys in their work. Some of the 
stones that composed the nest were as large as 
half a brick, and the observer saw the fishes 
bringing them, two eels being fastened to each 
stone. Such material was sought op the river, 
doubtless so that the current could be employ- 
ed. The lamprey is an eel with a pecoliar 
sucker-like mouth. Two fishes wouid swim 
abont till they found a large stone; they then 
would fasten their months to it, and by equir- 
ming lift it from the bottom, and the moment 
it was clear the swift current would sweep 
them down the stream in the direction of the 
nest. If the weight of the etone carried them 
to ths bottom, the action would be repeated 
indefinitely, or until they were carried or 
swept over the nest, when the load would be 
dropped.
